FOUGHT OUT ON 
MAIN FRONTS 


Roumanian Operations Will 
Not Affeet the Final 
Result 


LORD ROBERT CECIL 
GIVES HIS VIEWS 


Discusses Allegation With 
Reference to German 
Ambition 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, Dee, 1.—'‘The war must 
be fought to a military conclusion on 
the east and west frents, with the 
blockade playing only a secondary 
part,” said Lord Lord Robert Ceeil, 
minister of war trade, in discussing to- 
day with the Associated. Press the 
latest developments in the world con- 
flict. 

“The condition of Roumania,” Lord 
Robert continued, “causes us grave re- 
egret. But there is no reason to sup- 
pose the operations there will affect 
the result of the war, which must be 
fought out on the main fronts. The 
conditions under which we will ac- 
cept peace overtures remain the same 
4s outlined several months ago.” 

Asked concerning the origin of the 


allegation in the Morning Post editorial 


that Germany had offered the entente 
powers generous peace terms in return 
for a free hand in Central and South 
America, Lord, Robert Cecil said: 

“Of course it is well known. that 
Germany had very definite ambitions 
in Central and South America even 
before the war, but I am unaware of 
any peace haying been offered us on 
the terms mertioned by the Morning 
Post. We have no knowledge that 
such overtures ever had been made 
here,” 

The London Morning Post, in its 
jasue of last Tuesday, argued that the 
Germans were willing for immediate 
peace, and would give the entente 
powers everything they desired, with 
only the one condition, that Germany 
be allowed a free hand in Central and 
South America, 

“We understand,” sgid the editorial, 
“that that condition has been put for- 
ward, of course discreetly and unof- 
ficially, by the German government 
and that it has been rejected by the 
allies."

LONDON, Dec, LA. strong im- 
pression prevails here that Grea* 
Britain will grant the request from 
Washington for a reconsideration, of 
the refusal of a safe conduct for 
Count Adam Tarnowski von Tarnow, 
who was recently appointed Austro- 
Hungavian ambassador to the United 
States, 

Although stating that he had not 
yet seen the Washington request, 
Lord Robert cecil, minister of war 
trade, in discussing the question with 
the Associated Press correspondent, 
said 

“It must be kept in mind that the 
auestion presents two entirely distinet 
phases, The first is that of belliger- 
ents to whom we could not extend a 
favor under any circumstances. We 
can, discuss and arnange for the ex- 
change of military and clvillan pris- 
oners and other similar matters with 
the central powers, but on account of 
their actions in this war, we cannot 
be expected to grant them a single 
favor, 

“Other phases concerning a friend- 
ly neutral, like the United States, to 
whom we are ready to grant any fa- 
vor which does not violate our im- 
perative necessities, To grant safe 
conduct to Count Tarnowski, — for 
which the » precedents, may fall 
within the latter phase, but it is a 
dittieui. question about whieh it would 
be dangerous to prophesy.”

That being the 
case, the only thing to do is to add 
the amount to the taxes, replace 
the money, and charge the item 
up to our aiready long experience 
account. 


The ‘small taxpaper—the man 
who owns or is trying to pay for 
his house and lot—has, in the ma- 
jority of cases, kept up his tax 
payments. He has been the main- 
stay of the city during the past 
three years. The arrears of taxes 
on the city’s books stand mainly 
against men who invested largely 
in real estate in the flush times, 
and who were caught unaware 
when the depression set in. It is 
the small taxpayer who in the 
meantime has kept the wheels 
turning, and saved the city from 
default. His burden has been 
inade heavier by the failure of 
larger owners to meet their taxes. 
The proposal is now made that we 
shall disregard the law, refuse to 
hold a tax sale, and leave the 
sinall taxpayer to continue to 
earry this burden indefinitely. 
That is neither fair nor just nor 
practicable. No person views with 
pleasure the prospect of seeing 
another man’s troubles increased 
by having his property sold for 
taxes, even with the three year 
redemption privilege. But the in- 
evitable must be faced, and may 
he better’ faced now than later, If 
the large owner cannot carry his 
real estate operations through the 
depression the small taxpayer 
certainly cannot do it for him, 
and is under no obligation to be 
called upon to do so. 

As the city’s financial year does 
not end until December 31st we 
are again, as usual, going through 
a munieipal election without any 
official report showing the opera- 
tions of the year during which the 
present city council has been in 
office. To meet that lack and to 
provide as wide measure of in- 
formation as possible The Bulletin 
is running a serivs of articles 
dealing with the financial and 
other position of the various city 
undertakings and departments.

If we cannot collect 
arrears of taxes we must borrow, 
and. we cannot borrow without 
showing the investing publie that 
we have both the means and the 
will to meet loans advanced 
against tax arrears. To dis- 
regard the Jaw for the purpose 
of breaking with the condition 
upon which we obtained a loan to 
carry us through this summer 
would be ruinous to our prospects 
of getting further temporary 
loans, and injurious to our credit 
generally, Aud if we throw 
away our borrowing power, while 
refusing to use the only possible 
means of getting in a portion of 
the tax arrears, how is the city to 
be financed next year? 


Farmers and people living in 
the smaller towns are buying auto- 
mobiles by the ear load, That 
means that they have money, and 
plenty of it. There must be ways 
by which the business concerns of 
the city could draw in some of this 
money, to their own benefit and 
that of the community. Could 
not the inerehants co-operate in 
some sort of effort in that diree- 


tion? Suppose they agreed to 
cater specially to out-of-town 
trade during some particular 


week before Christmas, advertised 
the fact widely, put on sales of 
goods required by farmers and 
perhaps offered to pay the railway 
fares of parties purchasing goods 
to a certain value? Or, instead 
of making a week of.it, one day in 
each week during the winter 
might be devoted specially to out 
of-town trade, with the offer of 
railway fare paid for purchases of 
the required amount. The sug- 
gestion is thrown out in hope that 
some of the “‘live wires’? of the 
business community will take it up 
and work out some scheme to ae- 
complish the end. The farmer 
has money and wants goods; the 
city merchant has the goods and 
‘wants money. Cannot we link 
up the two conditions to the 
nutual advantage of both country 
and city?
